F. D's Power Curbed

<S Originally, it was expected that the 


administration

Clark-Borah group—managed to talk it 
lo death with a filibuster. 


Now the isolaliontst senators nro sug- 


gesting that-M' filibuster may not be 
necessary. They are beginning (o be- 
lieve that Trfaybo they can actually 
muster enough yotes to beat the meas- 
ure that hndn't'originally been count- 
ed on a tall. 


In addition, there is developing con- 


siderable doubt about what the House 
may do. A hot fight there is certain.

A lot of mail is coming in from 


the voters on Ihe neutrality law, 
especially f r o m 
middlewestern 


stales. Admittedly, much of it is 
due to the activity of various pres- 
sure groups; but there is enough 
of it lo cause Ihe solons to pause 
and reflect. Incidentally, southern 
voters are beginning to write in, 
demanding that the neutrality law 
remain as is. Heretofore, 'm'ost of 
the isolationist feeling seemed to 
be confined lo the midwest. 


WPA Worries About Expense 


Account 


WPA officials here are frankly wor- 


ried about what they're going to do if 
the relief bill is approved by the Sen- 
ate in the form that it passed the 
House. The chief thing that worries 
them is the provision limiting admin- 
istrative expense to $45,000,000. 


Last year it ran to 572,000,000; and, 


while there will only be about 2,000,000 
on WPA rolls Ihis year, compared wilh 
3,000,000 during Ihe past year, WPA 
expects administrative expenses to go 
up rather than down. 


One reason is thai Ihe bill orders a

Garner is gelling on—70,- or thereabouts—but the years aren't telling < 


on him much. He lies low, wisely ducks the dining out and social whirl 
of the capital, and keeps his health.

He is supposed to 
have broken with Roosevelt, but the break has never been open and, ia 
the main, Garner has played ball with the While House fairly well since 
his election; He is fond of calling Roosevelt "my boss." 


HIS ASSETS; Party leaders like him. Conservatives are tending to 


rally behind him. Most of the Democrats who have fallen out with 
Roosevelt would support Garner. He knows politics from A to Z and 
is a shrewd campaigner, 


HIS LIABILITIES: Roosevelt probably wouldn't support him (though 


this is not dead certain). He wouldn't appeal to the labor or northern 
negro vote. In general, the New Deal crowd would oppose him to 
the end.
